Professor John Macnaughton yes- 
terday delivered an exceedingly in- 
teresting lecture to those taking lite 
Extension Course on "Creek Poetry 
for English Readers." his subject be- 
ing "Homer In Greece and Elsewhere." 
Dr. Macnaughton opened his lecture 
as follows: 

Mr. Herbert Spencer, wlio may be 
taken as a type of almost everything 
In, our modern spirit that la hermetic 
against that particular sort of charm, 
could not endure Homer. We may be 
quite Bute, too. that Homer could not 
have endured Mr. Herbert Spencer. It 
Is a case of reciprocally antipathetic 
excellence, and a more extreme one 
would bo hard to find. The Odyssey, 
Robinson Crusoe, tho Pilgrim's • Pro- 
gress, and the Book of Genesis were 
naturally closed books to the man who 
could define Evolution as "a change 
from an Indefinite, Incoherent homo- 
geneity to a definite, coherent, he- 
terogeneity through continuous dif- 
ferentiations and Integrations." This 
blinding excess of light, this garish 
modernity, this total lack of hu- 
mour, the solemn profundities of 
thla extremely lucid but luirfberlng and 
self-conscious genius, could scarcely 
falls to muffle its unhappy owner 
against the child-like wisdom and 
grace, and the deep inaights convey- 
ed In the old world "baby prattle" aa 
he thought it of such productions. 

Not even his Interest In the Evo- 
lution so classically derined by him. 
could lend Mr. Spencer eyes In this 
quarter. And yet from that poln^ of 
view which he did' more than "anyone 
else to open up to the great class of 
half-educated people, who govern 
us more and more In the Greater 
Britain (more especially In Canada), 
and In America, the Homeric poems 
were documents of quite primary im- 
portance. The Greek people, as any- 
one will admit who has the faintest 
conception of what is meant by the 
word history; that Is to say of the 
hlirhVsl renrh of thn revolutionary pro- 
cess, the Greek people marked, an **- 
limishing epoch |n that same process. 
With their appearance on the stage 
things began, ns the Americans say, 
to hum — even more noticeably, If pos- 
sible, than with the emergence of the 
Stars and Stripes themselves. In- 
deed, they may be said to have been 
the Inventors, among a great many 
other things, of the Stars and Stripes, 
or of the spiritual realities of which 
they were the well-meant, and now 
at last give promise of being the ef- 
fective, symbols — Freedom, human dig- 
nity, and therefore human resource- 
fulness and adventurous energy. And 
thla remarkable people, whose heirs 
and descendants all of us are, just in 
proportion as we are alive, the crea- 
tors of modern civilization, of poli- 
tics, art. Industry, science and philo- 
sophy, the people who formed the main 
trunk of the tree upon which Mr. Her- 
bert Spencer himself, can be clearly 
seen to be. when looked at 'sub 
specla asternltatis,' by the most 
modest person who tries to be ajpec- 
tator of all time and existence, but 
the tiniest of twigs with one little 
green apple hanging to it. The 
Greeks, 1 say, never ceased to regard 
Homer not as their prince of story- 
tellers, the sweetest song-bird In all 
their grove of nightingales, but also 
as their inspired teacher In religion, 
morals and manners, and Indeed in all 
wisdom. 

No poet was ever taken to the 
hearts of a whole people as Homer 
was by his. Not Shakespeare by the 
English, or Burns by the Scotch, or 
Gothe by the Germans. And there 
is none at all, not even Shakespeare 
himself, whose Judgment by his own 
countrymen has been so con- 
firmed by the unanimous verdict of 
all civilized mankind. Homer form- 
ed the race which has done more than 
any except one other, perhaps, to 
form humanity. There is no parallel 
at all to the range of his Influence ex- 
cept the Hebrew prophets, and the 
Man In whom their prophecies, and 
his, too, were fulfilled. 

It must be admitted they went 
pretty far in that direction. Their 
love and admiration of their grand 
old bard did not stop to draw very 
fine distinctions. N They attributed 
merits to him which It would have 
been news Indeed to him to hear that 
he possessed. They made of him a sort 
of Bible. One of the commonest say- 
ings about Homer is the statement 
that he was the Bible of the Greeks. 

Now there Is something in that aay- 
inir, though it needs qualification. They 
did in fact, very generally regard him 
;is a sort of "Inquire within about ev- 
erything," the kind of book of which 
it is a kind of impiety to suppose that 
ic is not an Infallible encyclopedia of 
all that is worth calling knowledge. 



But of course, being Greeks, they nev- 
er went to such idolatrous and pesti- 
lential extremes here as the Jews did. 
They did not believe certain things 
because they were In Homer. They 
believed In Homer because certain 
things were In him. They kept their" 
minds wonderfully frpe of dogma. No 
people have ever been quite so sue- 
cessful In keeping their minds clear of 
cant. They never paid their Bible the 
queer compliment of erecting out of 
their reverence for Its wondroua know- 
ledge a cast-iron barrier against the ad- 
vance and natural ripening, even be- 
yond It, of their own. Their dead 
Homer was never used by them to 
terrorize the living Inheritora of hla 
free mind and clear spirit. He was 
not— never, at least to any serious ex- 
lent— made a hobgobbling, a Lanlca 
or Emperor, as the Greeks' called It— 
to freeze the young blood of intelli- 
gent Inqulaltiveness. o r scare stiff the 
Infant efforts of their science at walk- 
ing upright instead of continuing to 
creep on all fours— by sticking fast 
for ever In the merely mythological 
way qf explaining the facta of na- 
ture. Even hl B authority as a teacher 
of morality and religion, deservedly 
great as that was and Is. never put 
It Into the head of any Greek to burn 
Plato or Xenophanes at the atake, and 
yet these philosophers, as. Is apt to 
be rather the way of philosophers, did 
In quite blasphemous language, and 
Indeed In rather a stupidly unsympa- 
thetic way, dare to express the con- 
viction that they were right In trust- 
ing their own moral sense In certain 
points against the Bible or their peo- 
ple. Xenophanea.satd that If plga and 
cows had Gods,- their Gods would be 
great pigs, and glorified cows, with 
solemn horns. Just as Homer's were 
big and glorious men; as if 
they could possibly be anything 
better. He hinted, too, that some of 
Homer's Gods would be, and Heradltas 
would be "nane the worae o' a wash- 
ing," or even of a whipping. And 
Plato, though much politer In his 
language, hinted at very much the 
same . damnable heresies. It never 
occurred to those superior . persons 
that they were dwarfs on the shoul- 
ders of a giant, that but for the 
heights of Homer, whom they knew 
by heart, Homer, who was the plateau 
they had started from, they never 
could have seen beyond blm in so far 
as they did see beyond him. or ac- 
quired their admirable capacity to de- 
fy him. Why- had they but known It 
their very difference from him In de- 
tail In so far as that was any su- 
periority over him was Just the proof 
of their superior oneness with him In 
spirit. These things did not occur to 
them, but neither did It ever occur to, 
their contemporaries to convince them 
of error by the irresistible evidence 
of an auto da fe. 

Still, as I have already said, the 
Greeks certainly did go a good part 
of the way by which the Jews quite 
literally reached destruction. They 
took the first steps on that focills 
descensus Aver-no, and as we shall 
see In a moment, they made- an im- 
portant contribution towards smooth- 
ing over, and disguising the declivity. 
Their fanaticism was harmless enough 
In their hands, but it certainly made 
them see all sorts of things In Homer 
that simply were not there, though It 
played the devil when It got Into the 
hands of other people. In the 
natural course of things, it came about 
that the later Greeks gave up the 
Homeric Btyle of tactics. They did 
not allow champion's any more to go 
In front of the main body of their in- 
fantry, witching the world with glori- 
ous, horsemanship in two, or some- 
times even In three or four-horse 
chariots, brandishing their spears and 
throwing them away at the enemy and 
Insulting by name the corresponding 
game-cocks on the other side. All 
that was very sporting, and from the 
spectacular point of view dellclously 
exhilarating. They loved to read 
about It or hear it recited. But they 
found It paid better on the whole In 
the long run to stand quietly shoul- 
der to shoulder in motionless, even 
ranks, with pikes held firmly In the 
hand and strike out against the en- 
emy like a chauvaux de frlze. Instead 
of encouraging the forward spirits who 
would have l(ked to do it all for them 
and be "the whole push" themselves, 
as we say, they took extremely dras- 
tic measures indeed to damp that sort 
of thirst for glory. They were prob- 
ably the first Europeans to discover

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THE FUTURE OF ATHLETICS. 



- In view of the failure of the recent effort to révive intercol- 
legiate sports in a series of football matches with Varsity or Quean's, 
the following interesting article on the future of sports has been 
adapted from the "Mississippian." 

The very serious disorganization of Intercollegiate and other 
branches of athletics, caused by the vicissitudes of war has led 
to much speculation on the part of those who are interested, as 
to the probable future of Sports. "Will Sports occupy a lesser or 
more important part among the activities of College lifef" is one 
of the various questions, and it is one that is worthy of attention. 

The high esteem in which organized athletics was held just 
prior to the war, by authorities and participants, was the result 
of years of hard work of those "veterans" of sport who made them- 
selves the apostles of their idea, and fought for recognition with 
irrepressible determination. Only those who took part in the 
early struggle for organized athletics in America can realize what 
persistence was necessary to accomplish the triumph of which we 
are to-day the beneficiaries. 

What will be the morrow of thia past so rich in hopes attained t 
This is' what we ask ourselves to-day, when in all branches of na- 
tional Itctivity the formidable events we are witnessing lead us to 
make a probable balance sheet of the future. 

In discussing this anticipation the concensus of athletic opin- 
ion seems to be that the present is the time when the public will come 
to recognize the usefulness of physical exercise. 

athletics," Charles de St. Cyr, a great French athletic writer 



has said, "will have a magnificent re-awakening when the present 
war is finished. It will have served to show up their real value. 
Those young people who are now at school will have for their seniors, 
the combatants of to-day, a passionate admirstion. Thia will incite 
them to imitate the feats of these glorious seniors in the only avail- 
able way, namely, in sports or athletic contests. The students and 
others of to-day will have felt too much energy vibrating around 
them to escape feeling the necessity of manifesting their own. Thus 
the war will have, in a way, served to nourish athletics." 

There are no means of prophesying what sports will be the 
most popular after the war, but they will necessarily be the most vio- 
lent ones. It is quite possible that the war will produce some ingen- 
ious novelties in the way of physical exercise. 

It is also probable that, as a result of observations on the re- 
aults of physical training manifested on the battlefield*, the gov- 
ernment will decide to extend financial aid and moral encourage- 
ment to the cause of organized athletics.

The quiet little University town of 
Wittenberg was in. a state of unusual 
tacitement about tKU time four hun- 
dred years ago. Just over tb> "bor- 
der of Saxony, In which Wittenberg 
la situated, was the town of Juter- 
bock. wUere Strang* things had 

opening of late, A prie» 
Tetsol had for some time put been 
offering full forgiveness of slag, past, 
present and future In return for con- 
fession and a money payment, the 
former more or less perfunctory, evoti 
ivih'nal. the latter varied according 
to the means of the "penitent" The 
Indulgence, as the document was ceil- 
ed, was duly signed and sealed la the 
name of the Pope, Leo X, and of the. 
Archbishop of Mains, and assured to 
the living unquestioned admission to 
heaven at their death, and also secur- 
ed Immediate release from purgatory 
for the departed who should become 
the objects of the generosity of tut 
living. 

The, Duke of Saxony had well- 
founded objections to this traffic and 
had forbidden Tetsel to enter his ter- 
ritory. The latter accordingly oper- 
ated from the nearest town. 

One of the professors at the Uni- 
versity, an Augustlnlan monk named 
Dr. Martin Luther, professor of theo- 
logy and official preacher, had recent- 
ly delivered a notable sermon. In 

Xhlch he denounced the sale of these 
diligences as Impious and fraudu- 
lent, and. not knowing at the time 
the true state of the case, had de- 
fended the Pope against having any 
association with the traffic. His 
discourse provoked a storm of discus- 
sion, but did not prevent sin-burden- 
ed folk from going four miles to Tet- 
se] for relief. 

Luther determined on another line 
of action. Without consulting his 
friends he drew up 15 theses or pro- 
positions in Latin, which he posted on 
the doors of the University church c-n 
the morning of All Hallows Eve, the 
31st of October, 1517. In these 'te 
showed from the Scriptures, from the 
Canon Law, and from common sense 
'hat the whole Indulgence business was 
an Imnndent frnud, and called on all 
fnlthf ul persons to leave It alone 
All Saints' Day was observed with 
r n at ceremony In this particular 
church, and attracted pllfirlms from 
all over thn country, because special 
relics wen» enshrined In It. A large 
company was Just entering the church 
Tvh»n Lnther was In the act of nailing 
nn his theses. The unusual sight soon 
'ire-n- a crowd. The. short, pithy sen-, 
'cnees were translated for the nene- 
'lt nf any' who did not understand 
r.stlri. nnd Interest crew to excitement, 
os the mcnnlns of the document bo- 
•nme understood . The news spread 
Ike w.!1d-f!r*i professors and stu- 
dents came down to see -for thetn- 
•Mves. nnd very soon si translation' 
'ntn the vernacular was printed and, 
trculnted broadcast through Germsnv. 
TetsO! made ■ a- fVéMe reply, ■'' but 
others took nr» the "controversy .• and

the church or which he was still a 
tiMtnoh upholder. .

that in war. " as In everything else, 
the whole is more than even its moat 
splendid parts. And yet there were 
enthusiasts among them who main- 
tained that the Iliad still remained 
the bast drill -book la the market. 
The strange thing, too, Is that they 
wars not altogether wrong. At least 
Alexander of Macedon, who had been 
taught something about war by his 
father, tha very bast drill-sergeant 
ever produced by Greece that un- 
stMtakable Prussian Philip quite sym- 
pathisai with their point of view. 
Again the Greeks came to know real- 
ly quite- a good deal about medicine. 
A better doctor than Hippocrates of 
Cos never lived. Though he knew no- 
thing about the circulation of the 
blood, I am sure that I would not 
have preferred his advice In ease of 
anything rather complicated going 
wrong with me, than that of the whole 
McGlll Faculty put together, with all 
their stethoscopes, and splgmometers 
and X-Rays deservedly great as our 
Faculty's renown has always been. 
Now though he shows a wonderful 
knowledge of anatomy — one of the 
chief, nuisances about reading the 
Iliad Is the eternal turning up In the 
Dictionary of his names for all the 
different parts out of the way of the 
body— and though he kills his people 
with the most amaslng versatility, 
Homer betrays, It must be admitted, 
some very primitive conceptions of 
therapeutics. For example, the Greek 
army at Troy had the m ose exiguous 
A. M. 8.' staff on record. There 
were but two doctors for the lot. Pod- 
allriua and Machaon, and they were 
not non-combatants either. Their 
doctoring waa all overtime, and real- 
ly, judging from what we are told of 
Machaon, they must have been no 
mean reinforcement to the Trojans. 
One of these, Ascleplads, comes home 
wounded from battle, presumably in 
rather, an Inflammatory condition. He 
accepts the hospitality of old Nestor, 
who -/has driven him home In his 
chariot The old man's conversation 
could no doubt be wol) adapted to. 
meet his case if what he wants Is a 
narcotic. He is as good as a gramo- 
phone. ,

Wastes) Men and Wasted Money. 

One of the causes of the failure of 
the ill-starred National Service 
scheme associated with St. Ennln's 
was due to the fact that all sorts and 
conditions of men were collected, and 
then Jobs had to be found, if possible, 
for men who often were neither suit- 
able nor desirous of working In the 
new sphere. Now, however, the idea 
is to have the Job ready, and then 
find the suitable man. Some doubt 
haa arisen regarding the age ques- 
tion. Sir Auckland Geddea, one Is as- 
sured, thoroughly understands that 
the Army has not fitted every square 
man into a square hole, and that It Is 
absurd to risk training a man of 40 
for, say, 14 weeks for field servie*, to 
run the chance of him breaking down 
after 14 days in the field, and perhaps 
be as many weeks In the hospital. The 
day-to-day announcement In our col- 
umns of gratuities paid to discharged 
men la often an acknowledgment of' 
wasted men and wasted money. Tae 
war Is, as It goes to a finish, growing 
in Intensity, and It' gives a plain hint 
to all concerned of the type of fit 
men required for the fierce wind-up. 
Sir Auckland Oeddes. while he holds 
no brief for any particular depart- 
ment, has many months' knowledge of 
recruiting, a fact which is now on his 
side. One of the troubles of the re. 
crulting depa-'-nent lately — apart 
from medical— was the fact that while 
men were being got, the machinery 
was at the same time being re -organ- 
ised. It la claimed that now there 
Is a most comprehensive national re- 
gister, and that the check is auto- 
matic and regular. Some time must 
elapse before the new machinery Is 
In working order. As already explain- 
ed by Sir Auckland Oeddes, he will 
have a Council of heads of his de- 
partments. In charge of the statis- 
tical branch Is Colonel Rhlnd, a well- 
known Edinburgh man. 

The swift rise of the brothers 
Oeddes to Important, positions in the 
Government of the country is one of 
the romances of the war. Sir Erie, 
the NavaK chief, and Sir Auckland, 
the man -provider, are . the sons of Mr. 
Auckland Campbell Oeddes, C.E., Edin- 
burgh. Sir Auckland, an old Watson- 
lan, Is Professor of. Anatomy In Mc- 
Olll University, Montreal. Foresee- 
ing International friction, when he 
went to Montreal, he stipulated that 
he should return to Europe if.. there 
was such trouble. He duly returned, 
became connected with a N.E.R. 
Pioneer Battalion,' was injured In his 
military work, obtained a Staff ap- 
pointment, and caught the eye of 
General sir N. Macready, the Adju- 
tant-General. He ultimately became 
Director of Recruiting at the War Of- 
fice — a post which carried more 
work and unpopularity than moat. The 
Minister of National Service is not 
afraid of hard work. He la the first 
to come to his office and thé last to 
leave."

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HIGHER EDUCATION IN INDIA. 



A commission has been appointed to 
inquire into the organization of the 
University of Calcutta In connection 
with the higher educational needs of 
India and Burma. Its chairman Is Mr. 
M. E. Sadler, the vice-chancellor of 
the Leeds University. There are, In 
addition, three British members, and 
three members resident in India. The 



commission will be engaged in India 
until the end of March. Its report 
will: be' awaited with much interest. 
In recent years the policy of the In- 
dian. Government has been against the 
extension of mere examining univer- 
sities modelled upon the unreformed 
University ôf London.' While encour- 
aging the foundation of genuinely 
teaching universities, they have drawn 



a clear distinction between proposed 
non-local Institutions for higher edu- 
cation having a religious affiliation 
(Mohammedan or Hindu), and Insti- 
tutions which are territorial In char- 
acter, thus tending to bring together 
students of all creeds and racial af- 
finities. It is the latter type of uni- 
versity, that, finds favor With the In- 
dian Government. j

GREAT BRITAIN ONCE MAIN- 
LAND. 



A lion, has been found in the mid- 
dle of Fleet Street It is true that it 
Is a prehistoric lion, hut this only 
makes the find more interesting. It 
appears that the region of which 
Fleet Street Is now part was once a 
vast swamp or forest A short time 
ago, In the course of excavations, the 
workmen camé upon a number of 
bones of various animals at a depth 
of 83 feet below the present level of 
the street, and about 30 yards from 
the place where prehistoric remains 
were found in 1903. 

The bones were forwarded to .'he 
South Kensington Museum for exam- 
ination, and experts in the geological 
department had no difficulty in iden- 
tifying them. 

The remains belong to the pleisto- 
cene period — that Is certain — but when 
that period began and when it ended 
Is a matter of speculation. An Instruc- 
tive account is given of the remains of 
a rhinoceros, several well-preserved 
specimens of which are to be seen in 
the' Petrograd Museum. But what 
was a Siberian and continental rhi- 
noceros doing in this Island? Geo- 
logy removes from us this difficulty. 
During the period of the earth's his- 
tory which saw these great beasts 
KTsslng on the plains of Northern 
Europe and Asia, this island was not 
yet separated from the continent. The 
Thames flowed over to join the Rhine, 
of • which it was probably a tribu- 
tary—or to put it more patriotically, 
the Rhine was in these days a tribu- 
tary to the Thames. The Siberian 
rhinoceros had, therefore, no difficul- 
ty In extending its range s to Britain, 
and there is abundant evidence of Its 
occurrence in various parts of these 
islands. It has been found near Ox- 
ford, In caves in Yorkshire, and at 
Torquay, and at numerous other 
points. 



USEFULNESS. 



There Is an efficiency of character 
which, like the latent forces of na- 
ture, is made visible only by Its re- 
sults. . . . Men thus endowed, un- 
like the author and the artist, build 
"P no permanent memorial of their 
renown; no distinctive and character- 
istic result of their lives, such as a 
statue or a poem, neither are their 
r ames always associated with a great 
«vent or a sacred occasion. Having 
more st lf-respect than desire for glory, 
thalr great object is immediate use- 
fulnew ; their thought and action of- 
ten blend with and often direct the 
current of events, but with an unos- 
tentatious power that conceals their 
agency. They accomplish great .changes 
ln> human affairs and exert a wide 
and potent sway, without any parade 
of means, and by a process that chal- 
lenges no recognition. It is only when 
we attentively mark the effect and 
consider the method that we realize, 
In mix hi Instances, what may be called 
t^o genius of character. 



USEFUL HINTS. 

The following Important hints for 
avoiding waste will not only save 
gasolene, but users of motor vehicles 
will be benefited personally and In- 
dividually through more efficient and 
more economical operation of cars: 

1. — Store gasolene in underground 
steel tanks. Use wheeled steel tanks 
with measuring pump and hose. They 
prevent loss by fire, evaporation and 

pilling. 

2. — Don't spill or expose gasolene to 
air— It evaporates rapidly and is dan- 
gerous. 

ï. — Don't use gasolene for cleaning 
and washing — use kerosene or other 
materials to cut grease. 

4. — Stop all gasolene leakages. Form 
habit of shutting off gas at tank or 
feed pipe. 

B. — Adjust brake bands so they do 
not drag. See that all bearings run 
freely. 

6-— Don't let engine run when car 
is standing. It Is good for starter 
battery to be used frequently. 

7. — Have carburetors adjusted at 
service stations of carburetor or au- 
tomobile companies— they will make 
ordinary adjustments without charge. 

8. — Keep needle valve clean and ad- 
Just carburetor (while engine is hot) 
to use as lean mixture as possible. A 
rich mixture fouls the engine and is 
wasteful. 

9. — Pre-heat air énterlng carburetor 
and keep radiator covered in cold 
weather — this will Insure better va- 
porization. 

10. — See that spark is timed cor- 
rectly with engine and drive with 
spark fully advanced — a late spark 
Increases gas consumption. 

11. — Have a hot spark, keep plugs 
clean and spark points properly ad- 
justed. 

12. — Avoid high speed. The av- 
erage car Is most economical at 15 to 
25 miles an hour. 

18. — Don't accelerate and stop quick- 
ly — it wastes gas and wears out tiros, 
Stop engine and coast long hills. 

14. — Cut down aimless and needless 
use of cars. Do a number 'of errands 
In one trip. 

15 — Know your mileage per gallon. 
Fill tank full and divide odometer 
mileage by gallons consumed.

Are the public elementary schools 
of England free at the present time? 
The general unfnatructed answer to 
this question would be, Tes. But that 
is not altogether true. Under the As- 
sisted Education Act of 1891, a yearly 
fee grant of 10s. was provided by the 
state for each child in average attend- 
ance. This sum was about sufficient 
to meet a charge of the school author- 
ity, of 3d. a week, and the effect was 
that wherever parents were paying 
this sum, the Treasury thenceforth re- 
lieved them of the burden, the school 
managers neither benefiting nor losng 
by the transactions. Where the school 
charge was only 2d. a week, the extra 
weekly penny for each child was a 
gain to those managers, and relieved 
them of so much of the burden of 
keeping up the school. But th,ere were 
some schools with a weekly fee of 4d., 
6d. or even 9d., which was the maxi- 
mum allowed for any institution com- 
ing under the definition of public 
elementary school. In such cases the 
managers were allowed to continue to 
charge the difference between 3d. und 
the sum they had been In the habit of 
receiving up to the time of the act 
coming into force. The effect in cer- 
tain neighborhoods, still leads to some 
social distinction between the free and 
the fee -paying schools. If the new 
Education Bill is passed, this distinc- 
tion will be removed, for It repeals 
the act of 1891, and makes the public 
elementary schools everywhere wholly 
free. 

The removal of one evil, however, 
may lead to another. Unless care be 
taken, inefficient private schools may 
spring up In such neighborhoods to 
meet the demand on the part of cer- 
tain parents for the separation of 
their children from those who attend 
the free schools. It is, therefore, of 
real importance that the Government 
should seek powers (as it does in this 
bill) to obtain information about the 
'private venture" schools of the 
country.

C O. T. C. HEAR ADDRESS. 

Yesterday afternoon the- C. O. T. 
C, on account of the rain, did not 
parade on the campus as usual, but 
went to the Chemistry Building, where 
they were addressed by Lieut. Hutchi- 
son, who has returned from the front, 
and is at present pursuing a course 
of study at McGill. Lieut. Hutchison, 
speaking of the organization at the 
front, referred to the fact that two 
and a quarter million men were now 
engaged on the actual line, while to 
keep these men armed, eautoped and 
fed nearly four million more were re- 
quired. 

The speaker described the work of 
the medical service in bringing a 
casualty from the front line trenches 
to the base hospital, and praised the 
devotion of the R.A.M.C., and the 
useful Work 'of the motor amliulance 
drivers. He went on to discuus the 
three chief branches of the army — 
the infantry, the artillery and the air 
service, each of which was indispens- 
able. The co-operation of the last 
two with the Infantry is now so per- 
fect that It is only the question of 
casualties that sets . a limit to - the 
British "drives." The boasted Ger- 
man "pill-box" system of defence, 
which Lieut. Hutchison described in 
detail, was overwhelmed by the 'con- 
centrated fire of the opposing guns. 
The work of the air service in gain- 
ing Information was also invaluable. 

Speaking of the German morale, 
Lieut. Hutchison spoke of Its steady 
decline since the start of the British 
offensive, and said that the prison- 
ers taken at Vimy Ridge seemed very 
glad to be on their way to England. 

At the close of his speech, Lieut. 
Hutchison was warmly applauded by 
hie hearers, and it was suggested that 
he might address the CO.T.C. again 
in the near future.
